primal bnsla of the Roman civil law of 
our English ancestors, derived through 
the early tribes of northern Europe. 


Even old Homer (68 B. C.) gives tis 


a suggestive picture of the modern sys- 
tem of court trials, as the Odyssey: 
"What time the judge forsakes the 


noisy bar

JUDICIAL SYSTEMS ARE OLD 


Men 
Wrangled 
Over 
Right* 
an 


Wrongs From Time They Began 


to Live Together. 


The concrete beginning of a system- 


Ized judiciary, writes Lewis M. Hosea 
in Case and Comment, are as old as 
the tribal relation. Men quarreled 
about rights and wrongs as soon as 
they began to live together as a com- 
munity, and the chief of the tribe, or 
the "elders," judged between claim- 
ants. 


Indeed, at the earliest beginnings of 


recorded history we find In Egypt a 
.Indicia! system, Including a reviewing 
power and remarkably developed Ideas 
of administrative justice. Judicial of- 
ficers In their epitaphs rest their claim 
to Immortality upon having judged Im- 
partially, never oppressing the weak 
and humble, and their merciful regard 
for the fatherless and the widow. 


In the Code of Hammurabi of Baby- 


lon were embodied many of the essen- 
tial principles of modern justice which 
were transmitted to European peoples 
through the conquests of Alexander 
and the Romans, These form the 
primal bnsla of the Roman civil law of 
our English ancestors, derived through 
the early tribes of northern Europe. 


Even old Homer (68 B. C.) gives tis 


a suggestive picture of the modern sys- 
tem of court trials, as the Odyssey: 
"What time the judge forsakes the 


noisy bar 


To take repast, and stills the wordy 


war."
